The  Devotional  featuring  Elder 
LeGrand  Richards  of  the  Council  of  the 
Twelve  at  10  a.m.  Tuesday  will  be  open 
to  the  public.  Visitors  also  will  be  able  to 


attend  any  of  the  campus  ward  MIA 
meetings  that  evening. 

The  Harris  Fine  Arts  Center  also  will  be 
the  location  of  a special  art  exhibit 
featuring  the  works  of  Dr.  J.  Roman 
Andrus.

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Forums  on 
exec  slate 

Budgeting,  a proposal  to  decentralize 
forum  assemblies,  and  a proposal  to 
finance  the  10-stake  Gold  and  Green  Ball 
are  on  the  agenda  for  today’s  Executive 
Council.  The  meeting  wUl  be  at  5: 15  p.m. 
in  room  378  ELWC. 

Vice  president  of  finance  Dick 
Newcomer  will  explain  budgeting 
procedures  to  the  council.  Newcomer  said 
yesterday  that  the  four-member  budget 
committee  will  begin  tomorrow  with  the 
ol(L  and  new  vice  presidents  of  each 
office. 

He  expects  the  budgets  to  be 
completed  within  three  weeks  after  which 
they  must  be  approved  by  the  council. 

Newcomer  also  said  that  the  committee 
hopes  to  hold  each  office’s  budget  down 
to  a minimum.  This  would  leave  a large 
amount  in  next  year’s  unclassified  funds 
which  would  be  appropriated  by  next 
year’s  council  according  to  proposals 
throughout  the  year  from  the  vice 
presidents. 

Newcomer  explained  that  in  the  past 
money  has  been  budgeted  for  uncertain 
programs  that  were  never  finalized.  He 
said  this  new  program  would  be  more 
flexible  and  give  more  control  and  use  for 
the  students’  money. 

ASBYU  President  Reed  Wilcox  will 
formally  propose  that  forums  be  held 
once  a month  on  a college  level  and  once 
a month  on  a departmental  level.  The 
remaining  two  forums  would  involve  the 
entire  university.  Tentaive  approval  was 
given  last  week. 

Wilcox  said  that  he  wants  to  have  one 
college  try  the  proposal  on  an 
experimental  basis.  He  felt  that  such  a 
decentralization  of  forum  would  be  more 
relevant  to  the  student  and  create  a 
greater  college  and  departmental  identity. 
The  proposal  would  have  to  be  approved 
by  the  administration  to  go  into  effect. 

Social  Vice  president  Walt  Marlowe  will 
ask  for  an  appropriation  of  $3,000  from 
social  office  profits  to  be  spent  on  the 
Ten-Stake  Gold  and  Green  Ball  scheduled 
for  April  15.  The  ball  is  being  sponsored 
by  his  office  and  the  ten  stake  MIAs. 

The  Social  Office  still  has  $9,000  in 
profits.  He  reported  yesterday  that  the 
office  broke  even  on  the  recent  Neil 
Diamond  concert. 

Wilcox  asked  all  newly  elected  vice 
presidents  to  attend  the  council  meetings. 
He  said  the  orientation  programs  for  the 
new  officers  would  be  up  to  the  old  vice 
presidents  in  each  office.

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Bike  parking 
needs  eheeked 


The  need  for  additional  campus 
bicycle  racks  will  be  investigated  by 
BYU  Security  “as  soon  as  we  have  a 
warm  day,”  according  to  Capt.  Swen 
Nielsen. 

“It  has  to  be  a good  day  so  we  can 
estimate  the  peak  of  traffic,”  he 
explained.  Nielsen  was  requested  last 
week  by  Physical  Plant  Director  Sam 
Brewster  to  survey  the  demand  for 
parking  space.  Brewster  indicated  that 
additional  racks  would  be  provided  if 
needed. 

“If  we  look  at  it  in  the  aggregate,  we 
probably  have  ample  parking  for 
bicycles,”  said  Nielsen.  “People 
complain  that  there  aren’t  enough 
spaces  for  cars,”  he  continued.  “There 
are,  but  all  of  the  spaces  aren’t  right 
next  to  the  Wilkinson  Center  where 
they  would  like  to  park.  1 think  there 
are  ample  spaces  for  bikes  too  but 
they’re  not  right  next  to  the  library.” 

“If  we  do  need  more  we’ll  get 
them,”  he  said.  “But  we’ve  added  30 
new  racks  since  September.” 

Nielsen  stressed  locking  of  bikes  and 
registration  with  Security  for  a 
lifetime  one  dollar  fee.  “I’m  afraid 
students  think  we  do  it  for  the 
money,”  he  said.  “But  we  do  it  so  we 
can  have  a record  of  serial  numbers  for 
returning  lost  and  stolen  bikes.  It’s 
unfortunate  when  we  can’t  find  the 
owner  and  they  lose  a bike  just 
because  they  didn’t  want  to  pay  the 
dollar.”

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Mormonism  today 

Arrington  will  speak 


Dr.  Leonard  Arrington,  recently 
appointed  Church  Historian  and 
director  of  the  Charles  Redd 
Center  of  Western  Studies  at  BYU 
will  speak  today  at  noon  in  the 
Varsity  Theatre  on  “Present-day 
Mormonism,  Problems,  Programs 
and  Prospects.” 

Dr.  Arrington  is  the  third 
visiting  professor  to  address  the 
students  and  faculty  this  week  in 
connection  with  BYU  History 
Week. 

Highlighting  Wednesday’s 
activities,  Dr.  Sidney  E.  Mead  of 
the  University  of  Iowa  spoke  on 
“Religion  in  America:  The  Past  30 
Years.”  The  same  afternoon.  Dr. 
Mead  participated  in  a panel 
discussion  with  Philip  Gleason  and 
Dr.  Arrington  on  “The  Prospects 
for  the  Future  of  Religion  in 
America.”  The  moderator  was 
Glen  Vernon. 

. Among  the  questions  raised 
during  the  discussion  was  whether 
or  not  Protestantism,  Catholicism 
and  Mormonism  were  in  a period 
of  crisis  and  change,  and  if  so, 
what  was  being  done. 

Dr.  Mead  felt  that  Protestantism 
was  undergoing  a definite  crisis 
and  period  of  change,  but  that  not 
all  of  that  faith  were  aware  of 
what  was  happening. 

Gleason  responded  that 
Catholics  were  aware  of  the  crisis 
and  changes  now  facing  them,  and 
are  now  in  the  process  of  thinking 
through  their  relationship  to  the 
church  and  world. 

Concerning  Mormonism,  Dr. 
Arrington  commented  that  the 
Church  was  in  a period  of 
“ferment”  and  not  one  of  crisis. 
Some  changes  are  in  process  as 
expected,  he  said,  but  emphasized 
the  Prophet’s  role  in  facilitating 


these  changes  through  revelation. 

Dr.  Gleason  later  pointed  out 
that  Catholicism  was  becoming 
more  closely  identified  with 
national  culture.  The  question  was 
then  raised  from  the  audience 
whether  or  not  Mormonism  was 
undergoing  a parallel 
amalgamation.  Arrington  replied 
that  there  is  some  risk  of  this 
happening,  but  that  converts 
throughout  the  world  are  creating 
a more  universal  outlook  for  the 
Church. 

Author  will 
speak  today 

Alex  Haley,  author  of  the  award 
winning  Autobiography  of 
Malcolm  X,  will  address  the 
Forum  Assembly  today  at  10  a.m. 
in  the  Smith  Fieldhouse. 

Overflow  areas  for  the  assembly 
will  be  found  in  the  de  Jong 
Concert  Hall,  Pardoe  Theatre, 
Varsity  Theater,  321  ELWC  and 
J.S.  Auditorium. 

'Mr.  Haley,  internationally- 
known  author,  world  traveler  and 
lecturer,  will  speak  on  the  subject 
of  “Black  Heritage— A Saga  of 
Black  History.”  After  five  years  as 
a best-seller,  Haley’s 
Autobiography  of  Malcolm  X has 
now  passed  two  million  copies  in 
eight  languages.  His  most  recent 
book  is  entitled  Before  this  Anger. 

Haley  is  a frequent  guest  on 
television  and  radio  and  is  a 
popular  lecturer  on  University 
campuses. 

When  he  was  17  he  enlisted  in 
the  U.S.  Coast  Guard  and  served 
as  a ship’s  cook  and  was  latter  the 
first  to  receive  the  rank  of 
journalist.

Major  airplane  manufacturers  sued 


The  oldest  Spaniard  died  today  only  two  weeks  after  receiving  a cash 
prize,  a medal  and  a signed  photograph  of  Generalissimo  Franco  for 
having  fathered  44  children. 

Jose  Maria  Pulido  died  at  the  age  of  107  in  Baena,  Spain.  He  had  been 
married  three  times  and  had  13  children  by  his  first  wife,  11  by  his 
second  and  20  by  his  third.  He  is  also  survived  by  72  grandchildren. 

Iran  stopover 

President  Nixon  is  giving  serious  consideration  to  stopping  off  in  Iran 
after  he  visits  the  Soviet  Union  in  May,  administration  officials  said 
yesterday. 

The  U.S.  has  strong  ties  with  Iran  and  its  oil  interests  and  views  the 
nation  as  a showcase  of  stability  in  the  Middle  East. 

Berlin  Wall  opens 

Families  separated  for  six  years  by  the  communist  Berlin  Wall  wept 
and  embraced  yesterday  as  the  East  Germans  opened  the  border  to 
West  Berliners  for  seven  days  of  Easter  holiday  visits.  East  Berliners 
were  still  barred  from  crossing  into  West  Berlin. 

West  Berliners  passed  through  nine  crossing  points  in  the  Wall  built 
by  East  Germans  in  19dl.  They  carried  flowers,  coffee,  nylon  shirts, 
panty  hose  and  other  items  rare  or  expensive  in  the  East. 

East  Germany  announced  last  month  it  would  allow  the  visits  as  a 
good  will  even  though  the  Big  Four  asmassadors’  agreement  on  Berlin 
still  has  not  been  signed.  The  agreement  gives  West  Berliners  the  right  to 
visit  East  Berlin  and  East  Germany  a total  of  30  days  a year. 

Nader  loses 

Consumer  advocate  Ralph  Nader  yesterday  lost  a Supreme  Court  bid 
to  overturn  the  merger  of  Hartford  Fire  Insurance  Co.  and  ITT,  the 
largest  merger  in  corporate  history. 

The  judge  cited  previous  rulings  that  a person  bringing  court  action  in 
such  a case  would  have  to  prove  he  has  suffered  injury  or  might  suffer 
injury. 

Pollution-free  waters 

The  House  voted  yesterday  to  set  a goal  of  pollution-free  waters  by 
1 985  and  authorize  stringent  limits  on  pollution  discharges  as  part  of  a 
$24.6  billion  program  that  would  have  enormous  impact  on  American 
industry. 

Critics  complained  the  bill  sets  a less  rigid  pollution-abatement 
timetable  than  was  approved  by  the  Senate.  A House-Senate  conference 
committee  will  have  to  work  out  a compromise  that  could  take  months. 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - The 
Justice  Department  filed  a civil 
suit  in  New  York  yesterday 
charging  the  nation’s  major 
airplane  manufacturers  with 
eliminating  competition  in 
research  and  development. 

The  suit  alleged  that  as  a result' 
of  a patent  pooling  and  cross 
licensing  agreement  first  entered 
into  by  the  association  and  its 
members  in  1928,  the  group  has 
engaged  in  a contract  and 
combination  to  eliminate 
competition  in  research  and 
development  of  airplane  patents. 

This  is  in  violation  of  the 


Sherman  Antitrust  Act,  the 
Department  said. 

The  suit  asked  that  the 
association  be  dissolved,  that  the 
patent  pooling  agreement  in  effect 
since  1928  be  canceled  and  that 
future  such  agreements  be  barred, 
is  State  of  the  Union  Message  in 
January,  the  President  set  a prime 
goal  of  stimulating  private 
research  and  development  to 
reassert  U.S.  pre-eminence  in 
world  trade  and  to  boost  the 
domestic  economy.  In  a special 
message  to  Congress  March  16,  he 
said  both  patent  and  antitrust 
laws  could  be  used  as  tools  to 


achieve  this. 

The  defendants  included  the 
biggest  names  in  the  aircraft 
manufacturing  field: 

Bell  Aerospace  Corp.,  Buffalo, 
N.Y.;  The  Boeing  Co.,  Seattle, 
Wash.;  Cessna  Aircraft  Co., 
Wichita,  Kan.;  General  Dynamics, 
Corp.,  N.Y.;  Goodyear  Aerospace 
Corp.,  Akron,  Ohio;  Lockheed 
Aircraft  Corp.,  Burbank,  Calif.;

Corp.,  Lock  Haven,  Pa.;  and 
United  Aircraft  Corp.,  East 
Hartford,  Conn.

Safeway  predicts 
meat  price  drop 

WASHINGTON  (UPl)-After  a 
tough,  two-hour  “jawboning” 
session  with  Treasury  Secretary 
John  B.  Connally,  a spokesman 
for  major  grocery  chains  predicted 
yesterday  that  some  meat  prices 
would  start  dropping  in  the  next 
few  weeks. 

William  Mitchell,  president  of 
Safeway  Stores,  Inc.,  said  he 
believed  meat  prices— which 
jumped  last  month  by  their 
biggest  margin  in  14  years-would 
soon  decline  to  the  level  of  last 
summer. 

It  was  calculated  this  would 
amount  roughly  to  a 15-cent  drop 
in  the  average  price  of  retail  beef. 

“The  secretary  is  a very 
persuasive  person,  and  I think 
you’ll  see  some  meat  prices  going 
down  in  the  next  few  weeks,”  said 
Mitchell,  who  spoke  in  behalf  of 
1 2 executives  of  large  retail  food 


store  chains  who  met  with 
Connally  and  other  administration 
officials  at  the  Treasury

The  pageant  started  at  the 
dedication  of  the  Oakland  Temple 
and  has  been  considered  one  of 
the  most  successful  pageants 
produced  by  the  Church.

“People  are  converted  by  it,” 
said  Groo. 

“Every  performance  is  a 
sellout,”  said  Brockbank.  “We 


have  to  turn  away  150,000  a 
season,  and  give  around  200,000 
the  opportunity  to  see  it.” 

The  pageant  was  produced  in 
1964,  1 965.  1966,  1968  and 
1970.  According  to  Groo,  “It  is 
too  difficult  to  do  every  year,  we 
have  decided  to  alternate  the 
pageant  every  other  year  with  the 
dance  festival.” 

“Its  main  purpose  was  to  focus 
the  Temple  building  and  purpose 
to  the  youth  of  the  Church,”  said 
Groo. 

Groo  commented  he  had  heard 
remarks  from  participants  in  the 
pageant  such  as  “By  giving  so 
much  of  yourself  in  the  pageant, 
you  can’t  help  but  get  something 
in  return.”

‘You  knowing’

Washington  — She  went,  you  know,  to 
the  bank  yesterday  and  filled  out,  you 
know,  a counter  check  and  gave  it,  you 
know,  to  the  cashier,  who  told  her  she 
was,  you  know,  five  dollars  overdrawn . 

I wish  I could  say  the  above  instance  is, 
you  know,  an  exaggeration,  but  it  isn’t.  It 
is  absolutely  the  way  most  people,  you 
know,  talk  nowadays. 

Verbal  communications,  which  were, 
you  know,  never  too  good  at  best,  have 
been  beset  by  a horrendous  outbreak  of, 
you  know,  “you  knowing.” 

In  the  average  conversation,  “you 
know”  is  arbitrarily  interjected  after 
every  fifth  word. 

No,  I don’t  know.  And  it  is  tedious  to 
be  told  constantly  that  I do. 

“YOU  KNOWING”  is  by  no  means 
limited  to  persons  who  are,  you  know, 
inarticulate.  You  hear  a steady  stream  of 
it  on  television  talk  shows  from 
performers  and  other  professional  types 
who  are  supposedly  facile  with  words. 

I don’t  want  to  sound,  you  know, 
condescending  about  this,  because  I 
occasionally  lapse  into  the  same 
wearisome  pattern. 

What  causes  this?  Why  have  Americans 
almost  overnight,  as  language 
developments  go,  began  inserting  this, 
extraneous  element  into  their 
vocalizations? 

The  best  explanation  I have  is  that 
“you  knowing”  is  a form  of  “mental 
stuttering.”  Instead  of  tripping  over  one’s 
tongue , one  trips  over  one’s  brain . 

People  have  always  had  a tendency  to 
speak  faster  than  they  think.  It  is  only 
recently,  however,  that  the  human  tongue 
has  beome  consistently  quicker  than  the 
mind. 

“You  knowing”  appears  to  have 
replaced  hemming  and  hawing  as  the 
fetter  that  retards  the  tongue  long  enough 
for  the  brain  to  catch  up. 

As  to  whether  “you  know”  is  an 
improvement  over  “er”  or  “ah”  is  a 
matter  of  individual  preference. 
Psychologically,  however,  “you  knowing” 
is  better  attuned  to  the  times  in  which  we 
live. 


he  not  consider  IBM,  IT&T,  the  various  regional 
electric  companies,  Kodak,  and  International 
Harvester  monopolies  also?  He  also  draws  the 
absurd  conclusion  that  the  Communist  System 
cannot  compete  fairly.  Does  the  EEC  {Common 
Market)  compete  fairly  with  Czechoslovakia? 

Point  two  of  the  letter  tells  about  tyranny 
over  the  workers  of  the  Czech  nation.  When 
was  the  last  time  he  talked  to  a Czech  worker, 
or  a worker  of  any  Communist  country?  The 
gap  that  exists  on  this  campus  is  one  between 
truth  and  myth.  Many  have  a phobia  about 
communism  that  is  founded  on  readings  from 
the  Reader's  Digest,  the  American  Opinion 
magazine,  the  Daily  Universe,  and  from 
Sacrament  meeting  talks  based  on  the  same 
sources.  Occasionally  we  hear  speakers,  such  as 
W.  Judd  and  Rev.  Wurmbrant  that  bring  us 
"truth"  in  midst  of  "liberal  lies,"  but  if  one 
carefully  checks  the  authority  of  these  men,  we 
find  professional  propagandists.  Until  more 
people  on  this  campus  have  contact  with  the 
communist  nations  of  the  world,  we  suggest 


refraining  from  such  insults  as  tyranny, 
dictatorship,  and  other  emotional  terms.  The 
fact  remains  you  don't  know  if  the  Czech 
worker  is  under  tyranny  or  not. 

Mr.  Grenberg  says,  "It  is  a brave  and  foolish 
worker  who  ‘makes  waves'  in  a Communist 
monopoly  state.  Monopoly  equals  Tyranny."  In 
our  society,  and  on  this  campus,  it  is  indeed  a 
foolish  person  who  speaks  out.  There  are 
reprisals  here.  We  know.  Is  Mr.  Grenberg 
acquainted  with  the  system  of  handling 
grievances  among  workers  in  a communist 
society?  As  for  the  monopoly  equaling  tyranny, 
how  one  can  equate  these  from  the  "facts" 
presented,  we  will  never  know.

Come  on  sheep,  let's  shear  the  wool  away 
from  our  eyes  and  take  an  honest  look  at 
competition  vs.  the  Bookstore.  The  irrelevant 
analogy,  comparing  the  Bookstore  to  a phone 
company  comes  right  out  of  the  Dark  Ages.  If 
the  only  defense  of  monopolistic  competition  is 
poor  generalized  analogies,  I can  toss  a few  into 
the  ring  also.  Let's  compare  the  Bookstore  to 
taxation  without  representation  or  the 
Standard  Oil  Company  in  the  1930's  or  better 
still  the  Soviet  Union's  economic  policy!

Legal  aid 
program 
applauded

The  gulf  between  middle  class  incomes 
and  legal  assistance  costs  is  getting  deeper 
throughout  the  country. 

And  floating  somewhere  in  the  chasm  is 
the  college  student— a convenient  prey  for 
illegal  vendors  or  fast-talking  salesmen 
eager  to  play  on  the  student’s 
inexperience. 

A campus  legal  assistance  program,  one 
of  the  first  in  the  nation,  is  offering 
solutions. 

According  to  the  ASBYU  Ombudsman, 
Mike  Bush,  who  developed  the  program,  a 
settlement  has  been  made  with  an 
insurance  company  which  refused  to  pay 
the  claim  to  a BYU  student  involved  in  an 
accident. 

One  student  was  aided  by  the 
two-month  old  program  after  a 
landscaping  company  “messed  up  his 
lawn.” 

Another  case  where  a student  was  liable 
for  damages  incurred  in  an  accident,  was 
dropped  when  the  lawyer  gave  the 
student  advise  on  how  to  defend  himself 


and  counter-act  in  the  case. 

The  program  has  aided  a student 
“unjustly”  ticketed  by  a policeman  thus 
preventing  the  student  from  collecting  on 
the  insurance. 

“We  handle  everything  and  anything,” 
claims  Bush.  Business  has  been  “steady” 
with  three  students  in  the  Ombudsman 
Office  working  on  the  program. 

The  cost  to  any  BYU  student  for  the 
first  hour  of  legal  service  from  one  of  the 
seven  Provo  attorneys  associated  with  the 
program  is  $5. 

Compare  that  to  the  normal  lawyer’s 
fee  of  $15  for  the  initial  contact  plus  a 
$30  hourly  fee.  That’s  $5  vs.  $45. 

The  program,  backed  by  both  the  Utah 
Bar  Association  and  Utah  State  Bar 
Ethics  Commission,  is  extremely 
far-sighted  in  its  scope  to  help  students  in 
regards  to  extortion,  landlord  tie-ups, 
faulty  contracts,  etc. 

Indeed  the  Ombudsman  Office  has 
come  up  with  a lever  for  the  student 
snared  in  legal  traps. 


Attorney: 
student’s 
best  friend 
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Through  a Glass,  Darkly

I no  more  saw  him  than  he  saw  me 
that  first’day. 

I was  walking  down  the  hall  in  the 
McKay  Building,  late  as  usual,  wrapped 
up  in  myself  as  usual.  The  heels  of  my 
shoes  made  a sharp  staccato  in  the  nearly 
deserted  hall. 

“Howdy!”  said  a voice.  I stopped  and 
looked  around.  No  one  I knew  was  in 
sight,  only  a young  man  who  sat  against 
the  wall,  his  hands  moving  over  a sheet  of 
paper,  and  a cane  by  his  side. 

The  realization  that  he  was  talking  to 
me  made  me  forget  my  rush.  Initial 
discomfort  gave  way  to  ease  as  we  found 
common  ground— we  were  both  studying 


Spanish.  From  that  day,  Scott  Stanger 
became  more  than  a person  without  sight 
to  me.  He  became  a friend. 

Tools  Of  The  Trade 
There  are  27  sightless  students  on  the 
BYU  campus.  To  them,  the  school  is  not 
green  grass,  sparkling  fountains,  and 
sprawling  buildings.  BYU  is  rather  the 
smell  of  the  grass,  the  rushing  of  the 
fountain’s  waters,  the  cool  shadow  of  the 
buildings  as  they  pass  out  of  the  sunlight. 
It  is  a maze  of  sidewalks  with  tiny  bumps 
whose  vibrations  travel  through  their 
canes  into  their  hands. 

Sightless  eyes  are  compensated  for  by 
their  owners  with  more  acute  hearing  and 


kn  appreciation  of  the  other  senses:  smell, 
taste,  and  touch.  “Another  sightless 
friend  and  I got  together  the  other 
night,”  Scott  once  told  me,  “and  we 
tuned  up,  he  on  his  guitar  and  I on  my 
piano,  in  13  seconds.  Music  is  a big  part 
of  my  life.”  * 

I ndeed,  the  absence  of  sight  must  not 
remain  an  unfilled  gap.  There  are  many 
mechanical  aids  which  help  the  blind 
student.  Scott  uses  these  with  a natural 
deftness.  For  instance,  he  carries  with 
him  a Braille  slate  and  stylus.  The  slate 
folds  together  like  the  covers  of  a book, 
and  paper  is  placed- inside.  Through  the 
holes  on  one  side  of  the  slate,  Braille 
symbols  are  punched  out  with  the  stylus. 
This  compact  aid  is  used  for  taking  class 
notes.  Scott  can  write  about  as  fast  as  a 
pencil  writer  in  a Braille  shorthand  called 
“Grade  Three”  which  involves  about  600. 
symbols.  On  a Braillewriter,  a kind  of 
typewriter,  Scott  can  go  even  faster.  He 
also  uses  a Braille  abacus  for  solving  math 
problems. 

Another  invaluable  aid  is  the  cane, 
which  the  blind  are  taught  to  think  of  as 
an  extension  of  the  forefinger.  As  he 
walks,  the  blind  person  makes  equal  arcs 
in  front  of  each  leg— Scott  calls  them  his 
“bifocals.”  He  doesn’t  use  a seeing  eye 
dog,  partly  because  of  the  expense 
involved,and  partly  because  tests  have 
proven  that  in  an  attual  emergency,  the 
dog  will  prefer  his  own  life  to  that  of  his 
master,  no  matter  how  well-trained  the 
animal. 

The  Library  of  Congress  sponsors  a 
center  in  Salt  Lake  City  which  provides 
Braille  text  books,  “talking  books” 
(books  recorded  on  33  1/3  records), 
tapes,  and  other  aids  for  the  blind.  Scott 
can  read  250  words  a minute  in  Braille.  In 
addition,  math  books  and  music  scores 
are  printed  in  Braille,  and  Scott  receives 
national  magazines.  The  music  scores 
don’t  help  much  when  you’re 
performing— as  Scott  says,  you  can’t  read 
the  Braille  with  your  nose! 

Sightless  students  such  as  Scott  have  a 
"staff”  of  about  five  people  who  act  as 
.readers.  He  sees  the  University’s  teachers 
as  his  greatest  learning  aids,  however,  and 
characterizes  them  as  mature,  patient, 
and  excellent  examples.  "It’s  ability,  not 
(fisability  that  counts.  If  I take  one  class 
less  than  the  average  student,  I can  do  as 
well  as  anyone.”  (Scott  has  a B average.) 
“1  want  to  be  judged  on  what  I can  do, 
not  what  1 can’t.” 

Outside  Classes 

But  if  you  can't  see,  you  can’t  go  for 
a ride  alone,  tinker  with  tools,  or  admire 
a sunset.  A dark  world  becomes  one 
where  you  have  to  depend  on  others  for 
physical  assistance,  but  personal 
happiness  is  entirely  an  individual  project. 
Blindness  for  many  (especially  if  it  is  a 


result  of  an  accident,  not  a birth  defect) 
becomes  a reason  to  be  a recluse,  to  hide 
from  the  world  now  hidden  from  them. 
Such  a situation  is  not  helped  by  strange 
prejudices.  For  instance,  maybe  you’ve 
heard  by  saying,  “Blind  people  are  always 
gentle.  Blind  people  always  smile.”  If  you 
haven’t  heard  it,  you’ve  probably 
assumed  it.  It’s  not  true.  Blind  people 
don’t  have  complete  control  over  their 
emotions--why  should  they?  Does 
anyone? 

Social  problems  can  be  frustrating. 
Someone  blind  from  birth  cannot  know 
how  to  nod,  or  smile,  or  use  so  many  of 
the  non-verbal  communication  techniques 
used  in  everyday  conversation.  These 
must  be  taught— they  can’t  be  acquired 
naturally.  Added  to  this,  many  sighted 
people  don’t  know  how  to  strike  up  a- 
conversation  with  a blind  person.  Just 
ignoring  a figure  with  a cane  and  glasses 
becomes  a convenient  way  of  ducking  out 
of  the  whole  situation. 

The  lonely  sightless  person  on  the 
BYU  campus  is  rare,  though,  according  to 
Scott.  The  hermit’s  life  is  not  one  of 
happiness— there  are  too  many  clubs  and 
organizations  as  well  as  concerned 
students  to  let  a blind  person  go  lonely. 
“If  blind  people  here  aren’t  included,  it’s 
because  they  don’t  take  the  initiative.” 

As  at  any  other  socially-minded 
university,  though,  there  is  a lot  of 
emphasis  on  looks.  A blind  person  cannot 
judge  by  appearances.  Such  things  as  the 
pitch  of  a person’s  voice,  the  speed  of  his 
speech,  the  unique  feel  of  each 
individual's  hand  become  measuring 
devices  of  personality.  “1  can’t  see  the 
color  of  someone’s  eyes  or  hair,”  Scott 
says,  “so  I have  to  go  on  how  they  relate 
to  me.  If  they’re  willing  to  be  a little 
forward  (by  their  standards)  and  come  up 
and  say,  ‘Hi,  this  is  Joe,’  then  I’ll  get  to 
know  them.  But  I realize  that  I must  rise 
up  and  meet  them  halfway.” 

I once  asked  Scott  if  he  thought  of 
himself  as  disadvantaged.  “No,”  he  said. 
“Every  six  or  seven  months  I think  to 
myself,  ‘Hey— I’m  blind.’  But  since  I was 
blind  since  birth,  I have  no  real  frame  of 
reference  to  say  that  I’m  disadvantaged.” 

He  continued  after  a pause.  “1  am  so 
much  luckier-being  Mormon,  1 mean. 
Other  blind  people  I have  known  have 
found  it  so  easy  to  be  depressed  because 
of  their  sight  deficiency  and  to  think  that 
the  world  owes  them  happiness  on  a silver 
platter.  Not  only  do  I know  there  is  a 
reason  for  my  blindness,  but  I also  have 
the  hope  of  the  restoration  of  my  sight 
when  I’m  resurrected.” 

Fine  art,  music,  great  literature,  and 
the  scriptures  fill  the  gap  of  lost  eyesight 
for  Scott.  He  doesn’t  see  the  world  as  it 
is,  but  as  it  promises  to  be.  Who  knows, 
maybe  he  is  the  lucky  one.  vp 
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Franco 


A Pocketful 
of  Kings

In  late  July  of  1969,  Generalissimo 
Francisco  Franco,  the  iron-handed 
dictator  of  Spain  for  over  30  years, 
announced  that  upon  his  disability  or 
death  the  rule  of  the  country  would  be 
returned  to  Spain’s  royal  family  and 
monarchy  re-established.  Franco  used  his 
authority  as  head  of  state  to  name  Prince 
Juan  Carlos  de  Borbon  y Borbon,  the 
grandson  of  Spain’s  last  ruling  King, 
Alfonso  XI 11,  as  the  future  king. 

This  move  was  seen  by  some  as  a 
softening  of  an  old  dictator  who  had  at 
last  seen  the  folly  of  his  ways  and  was 
wilting  to  give  Spain  the  farewell  gift  of 
greater  freedom.  But  it  is  difficult  to 
soften  an  egg  once  it  is  hard-boiled,  and 
soon  j'ournalists  and  other  critics,  mostly 
outside  Spain,  were  denouncing  the  move 
as  mere  selfish  politics. 

Time  of  July  26,  1969,  quoted  one 
Spanish  monarchist  as  saying  “it  is  a 
suicide  for  the  monarchy.  It  is  the 
beginning  of  the  end.  A dictator  cannot 
name  a king.  A king  must  succeed 
according  to  dynastic  law.  Otherwise  it  is 
not  a monarchy;  it  is  just  a political 
game.’’ 

What  this  man  was  refering  to  was  the 
fact  that  Franco,  in  naming  Juan  Carlos 
king-designate,  bypassed  Carlo’s  father, 
Don  Juan  de  Borbon  y Battenberg,  the 
rightful  Spanish  King  according  to 
dynastic  law. 

A long-time  Spain  observer  and  critic, 
George  Seldes,  also  complained  about 
Franco’s  move.  In  the  August  3,  1970 
Nation  he  said,  “if  Franco  had  announced 
that  Don  Juan,  son  of  Alfonso  XIII, 
legitimate  heir  to  the  throne,  would 
succeed  him,  it  would  have  meant  that 
Spain  was  returning  to  a 
democratic-constitutional  regime,  because 
that  was  Don  Juan’s  proclaimed  policy. 
When  his  son,  Don  Juan  Carlos  was 
announced  as  successor,  no  one  in  Spain 
but  the  power  elite  was  happy.’’ 

It  seems  that  Don  Carlos  has  been 
groomed  by  Franco  for  the  throne  since 
his  youth.  Following  an  agreement 
Franco  had  with  his  father  that  he  be 
educated  in  Spain,  (Don  Juan  lives  in 
self-imposed  exile  In  Portugal),  Carlos  has 
long  been  conveniently  under  Franco’s 


tutelage  as  well.  Under  Franco’s 
direction,  Carlos  received  intensive 
training  in  both  military  and  political 
arts. 

The  Prince,  now  34,  “holds  the  ranks 
of  captain  in  the  army  and  air  force  and 
the  equivalent  of  full  lieutenant  in  the 
navy.  He  is  a jet-fighter  and  helicopter 
pilot,  an  Olympic  yachtsman,  an 
accomplished  horseman  and  a black-belt 
karate  expert.  He  is  fluent  in  five 
languages  (Spanish,  French,  English, 
Italian,  and  Portuguese)  and  conversant  in 
Greek  and  German,’’  according  to  Time, 
August  1,  1969.  However,  the  Time 
article  added,  “many  in  Madrid  disparage 
the  Prince’s  intelligence,  suggesting  that 
he  lacks  any  original  ideas.’’ 

According  to  not  a few,  Don  Carlos 
has  become  a willing  puppet  of  Franco, 
under  whose  influence  he  is  expected  to 
remain  even  after  the  old  dictator  steps 
down  or  dies.  That  is,  even  when  the 
monarchy  is  restored,  Franco’s  hierarchy 
of  “power  elite’’  will  continue  to  run  the 
Spanish  show  with  the  new  king  a mere 
figurehead.  To  be  sure,  many  critics  have 
predicted  a revolution  of  the  masses  after 
Franco’s  death  if  the  power  shifts  away 
from  this  power  elite. 

To  make  matters  “somewhat”  more 
complicated,  Franco  has  been  accused  of 
instigating  the  marriage  of  his 
granddaughter  Maria  del  Carmen  Martinez 
y Bordiu  Franco  and  Don  Alfonso  de 
Borbon  y Dampierre,  the  eldest  grandson 
of  Alfonso  XIII.  The  young  Alfonso,  35, 
is  the  son  of  Don  Jaime  de  Borbon  y 
Battenberg,  Don  Juan’s  elder  brother  who 
relinquished  his  place  in  the  logical  order 
of  Spanish  succession  “because  he  is  a 
deaf-mute,”  according  to  Newsweek, 
March  20. 

Franco  shed  ostensive  “tears  of  joy” 
at  the  elaborately  staged  wedding  of  the 
two  royal  grandchildren,  but  Is  widely 
thought  to  be  up  to  his  tricks  once 
again— aiming  to  have  plenty  of  possible 
kmgs  on  hand  in  case  the  present 
king-designate  gets  any  ideas  of  his  own. 
Alphonso  was  called  by  some  in  the 
Franco  regime  “His  Royal  Highness,  the 
Prince,”  until  Prince  Carlos 
protested— very  mildly,  vp 
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individual  CurrUuium  Planning 


A Wager  on  Student  Maturity 


“Generic  general  education 
req  u i re  men ts— requirements 
imposed  on  all  alike— have  been 
eliminated.  . . . Instead,  there  will 
be  requirements  which  the 
student  irhposes  on  himself.  He 
will  be  expected  to  set  his  own 
career  and  general  education 
objectives;  then  he  will  select 
courses . . . which  will  best  enable 
him  to  accomplish  these 
objectives.” 

With  these  brave  words  the 
Gw/rfe  to  the  Honors  Program 
1971-1972  introduces  “Individual 
Curriculum  Planning;’’  an 
experiment  in  student  maturity 
and  student  motivation. 

Roughly,  it  works  this  way: 

(!)  The  student  selects  a 
career  objective.  If  the  student 
wavers  here,  he  is  encouraged  to 
see  Dr.  Marion  Bentley,  Honors 
Program  advisement  officer,  who 
can  help  him  use  and  evaluate 
testing  and  counseling  facilities 
provided  by  the  University. 

(2)  The  student  selects  a 
major,  selects  the  courses  he  will 
need  to  graduate  in  8 semesters, 
specifies  the  semester  and  the 
teacher  he  would  like  for  each  of 
these  courses,  and  records  these 
decisions  on  the  ICP  form.  He  also 
plans  to  take  “tool  courses,” 
courses  which  develop  lingual, 
qualitative,  or  conceptual  skills 
for  superior  work  in  a particular 
field.  For  example,  an  English 
major  should  acquire  16  hours  of 


a foreign  language,  logic,  and 
aesthetics.  The  requisite  tool 
courses  are  entered  on  the  ICP 
fqfm. 

(3)  The  student  plans  to  fill 
these  basic  University 
requirements;  American  history, 
health,  P.E.,  religion,  and  English 
composition.  Plans  are  entered  on 
the  ICP  form. 

(4)  The  student  plans  a 
general  education  experience. 
First,  he  chooses  a set  of  general 
education  categories  best  suited  to 
his  needs  and  interests.  These  can 
be  subject  matter  categories  (e.g., 
matter,  environment,  - heritage, 
behavior,  art),  they  may  describe 
types  of  experience  (e.g. 
analytical,  aesthetic,  practical, 
exploratory,  delightful),  or  they 
may  combine  a concern  with  both 
skills  and  content.  Satisfactory 
categories  must  (1)  help  the 
student  make  a balanced  choice  of 
courses,  and  (2)  enable  the 


by  Gregory  S.  Hill 
student  to  reach  beyond  the  level 
of  his  previous  general  education 
experience. 

Secondly,  the  student  chooses 
courses  and  experiences  in  each  of 
his  general  education  areas  and 
records  them  on  the  IGP  form. 
Course  credit  may  be  earned 
normally-  by  class  enrollment,  or 
classes  may  be  “challenged”  and 
credit  received  through 
examination.  Credit  may  also  be 
earned  through  work  experience 
(a  summer  of  computer 
programming,  for  instance,  or 
work  on  the  campaign  staff  of  a 
Presidential  candidate).  One  could 
also  devise  an  independent 
research  project,  a study  program, 
or  a creative  project  for  credit. 
One  student  received  3 credit 
hours  for  a play  he  authored. 

(5)  The  student  justifies  his 
plans  to  his  faculty  advisor,  who 
signs  the  form.  Then  the  student 
prepares  an  annual  letter  to  the 
Honors  Program  directorate 


explaining  his  decisions  and 
reporting  and  evaluating  his 
progress. 

The  Guide  admits,  “Clearly, 
individual  curriculum  planning 
represents  a rather  heavy  wager  on 
student  maturity.  This  is  as  we 
would  have  it.” 

Asked  how  the  wager  is  going 
so  far.  Dr.  J.  Duane  Dudley, 
associate  director,  said,  “The  new 
freedom  has  caused  some  students 
to  wallow  around  because  they 
just  don’t  know  what  to  do  with 
it.  Dr.  Bentley  has  people 
checking  every  ICP  form,  and 
they  have  really  come  up  with 
some  dillies.  But  as  we  get  used  to 
working  with  the  system,  as  we 


get  the  bugs  worked  out,  it  ought 
to  work  well.” 

Dr.  Bentley,  who  is 
responsible  for  the  ICP  review, 
feels  that  ICP  will  help  students  to 
take  a careful,  critical  look  at 
their  education  early.  “Most  of 
the  students  with  whom  I have 
visited  ^e  excited  about  the 
program  3fld  enthusiastic  about 
enriching  their  general  education 
experiences.  They  admit  that  all 
this  is  difficult,  but  they  feel  that 
it  is  correspondingly  rewarding. 
I’ve  talked  with  juniors  and 
seniors  in  the  past  year  who  never 
really  came  to  grips  with  what 
they  really  wanted  from  their 
education,  vp

MINNEAPOLIS  (UPI)  - 
The  nation’s  largest  educational 
computer  network,  linking 
more  than  100  Minnesota 
schools  to  a complex  service 
center  here,  will  begin  its  sec- 
ond year  of  successful  opera- 
tion this  fall. 

The  network  includes  educa- 
tional levels  ranging  from  ele- 
mentary schools  to  state,  pub- 
lic and  private  colleges. 

Each  school  has  at  least  one 
computer  terminal  on  its  prem- 


ises. The  terminals,  which  re- 
semble an  electric  typewriter, 
are  tied  in  directly  by  tele- 
phone lines'  with  a Honeywell 
1648  time-sharing  computer. 

Because  of  the  nature  of 
time-sharing,  students  in  60 
schools  could  be  talking  by  the 
teletype  to  the  computer  in 
Honeywell’s  general  offices 
here  at  precisely  the  same  in- 
stant on  60  different  subjects. 
The  computer’s  60  different 
answers  could  start  coming 
back  in  a split  second.

The  Cougars  added  some 
newcomers  to  the  starting  lineup 
in  Jim  Robbins  and  John  Bennett, 
and  while  the  two  youngsters  have 
been  doing  well  early  in  the 
season,  the  fact  that  both  are  only 
freshman  has  their  head  coach 
smiling  all  the  more. 

“1  feel  that  these  two  freshmen 
are  among  the  best  we’ve  ever  had 
here  at  BYU,”  said  Pearce.  “The 
last  time  we  had  two  strong 
freshmen  like  this  was  in  1968 
when  Zdravko  Mincek  and  Randy 
Trane  enrolled  here.” 

Mincek  and  Trane,  who 
concluded  their  careers  at  BYU 
last  spring,  helped  the  Cats  win 
three  straight  WAC  titles  starting 
in  1969.  Pearce  hopes  his  two  new 
frosh  players  will  pick  up  whery 
Mincek  and  Trane  left  off  and 
keep  the  title  streak  alive  this 
year. 

Robbins  ,and  Bennett  will  both 
be  in  action  Friday  against  the 
University  of  New  Mexico.  The 
action  will  get  underway  at  6:00 
p.m,  at  the  BYU  indoor  courts. 

Getting  two  blue  chip  players 
like  Robbins  and  Bennett  was  no 
easy  task.  There  were  plenty  of 
other  schools  who  were  bidding 
for  their  services. 

Robbins,  who  grew  up  in 
nearby  Salt  Lake  City,  began 
playing  tennis  at  age  6.  While  in 
junior  high,  Jim  and  brother  F.D.

Rookie  Star’s  coach  LaDell 
Andersen,  fearful  the  club  would 
become  complacent  after 
wrapping  up  the  division  title  over 
two  weeks  ago,  said  he  is  pleased 
at  the  way  the  Stars  have 
continued  to  play  right  up  to  the 
playoffs.

Robbins,  Glenn  Combs  and  James

He  and  doubles  partner 
Chris  Kane  (now  at  Notre  Dame) 
were  ranked  No.  5 in  the  U„S.  in 
1971. 


As  bright  as  their  high  school 
accomplishments  may  have  been, 
the  two  are  now  only  concerned 
with  the  current  WAC  tennis 
campaign.  They  know  a good  start 
this  week  could  get  the  Cougars 
off  and  running  to  their  fourth 
straight  WAC  title.  Consequently, 
they  are  both  eager  for  the  home 
opener  against  New  Mexico. 

“Our  team  has  great  depth  this 
year,”  said  Jim.  “We  might  not  be 
as  strong  at  the  top  positions  as 
some  of  the  other  teams  in  the 
conference,  but  our  overall 
strength  as  a team  will  definitely 
make  us  contenders  for  the 
conference  crown.” 

“Dual  matches  during  the 
season  don’t  have  a bearing  on  the 
championships  except  in  seeding 
teams  for  the  final  tournament,” 
added  Bennett.  “We  want  to  get  a 
good  seeding  this  year,  so  we  can’t 
afford  to  take  any  of  our  duals 
meets  for  granted,”  he  concluded.

The  squad  spread  out  over  the 
crest  of  the  hill.  Troopers 
crouched  behind  bushes  and  lay 
prone  amid  the  scrub  bush, 
waiting  for  the  approach  of  the 
enemy. 

Already  the  sound  of  automatic 
weapon  fire  could  be  heard 
echoing  up  the  ravines  to  the 
south.

For  about  1 5 minutes,  firing 
continued  at  a fierce  pace.

The  two  squads,  both  elements 
of  the  BYU  Army  ROTC, 
discussed  the  events  of  the  mock 
battle  carried  out  recently  at  the 
foot  of  Squaw  Peak. 

This  was  the  last  of  a series  of 
weekly  skirmishes  that  have  been 
staged  since  October. 


The  maneuvers  are  in 
preparation  for  the  cadets’ 
summer  encampment  at  Fort 
Lewis,  Wash.,  reported  Major 
John  Kallunki  of  the  AROTC 
dept. 

The  M-1 4 rifels  that  the  cadets 
carry  are  loaded  with  blanks,  and 
a special  deflector  device  is  added 
to  the  rifle  to  further  prevent 
injury  to  the  warring  factions. 

Recently,  on  a particularly  clear 
day,  some  people  living  in  the  area 
heard  the  firing  and  reported  it  to 
the  police,  said  Major  Kallunki. 
But,  he  added,  the  area  residents 
only  hear  the  shooting  when  the 
weather  is  very  clear.

Now  the  ROTC  cadets  will 
move  to  a training  camp  at 
Dugway. 


Counseling  Center  gets 
new  name,  new  functions 


The  Counseling  Center  has  gone 
“smorgasbord.”  Just  renamed  the 
Personal  Development  Center,  it 
offers  students  a variety  of  aids. 

According  to  Dr.  Edward 
Winward,  a member  of  the  staff,  a 
student  can  go  to  the  Center  for 
almost  any  kind  of  help  he  needs.

Students  can  go  in  for 
help  any  time  without  making  an 
appointment.  One  counselor’s 
time  is  set  aside  for  this  purpose. 
A student  can  also  contact  BYU 
ext.  2061  during  the  hours  of  8-5 
on  weekdays  and  the  BYU 
operator  any  other  time  to  get  in 


touch  with  the  Center.  A 
counselor  is  always  on  duty  and 
can  be  reached  through  the 
regular  BYU  number  374-121  1. 

Specific  areas  the  Center  offers 
help  in  include:  interpersonal 
communications, 
educational-vocational  counseling, 
and  marriage  and  pre-marital 
counseling. 

Winward  emphasized  that  a 
student  could  come  in  to  the 
Center  and  “feel  comfortable 
about  whatever  concerns 
him— choosing  an  occupation  or  a 
major,  problems  in  studying, 
grades,  or  dating  success.” 

Right  now,  the  Center  is 
working  on  a number  of  new 
programs  to  go  along  with  its  new 
name.  Winward  listed  personal 
development  courses  offered  by 
either  the  college  or  the  staff  and 
“out-reach”  programs  among  the 
innovations.

Evans  began  his  media
